We see also, in Peter’s same 
writing that the earth is being 
reserved for the next destruc- 
tion, not by water but by fire. 

It was said to Noah when the 
waters were_abated, “Multiply 
and replenish the earth. Re- 
plenish means to fill up again 
(Webster). You say, I under- 
stand God meant for Noah to 
multiply and fill the earth with 
inhabitants again. That is true, 
but have you noticed that the 
same demand was made to 
Adam? Gen. 1:8. 

If replenish signifies the earth 
has been filled with habitants 
before Noah’s time, why does 
it not mean the same before 
Adam’s time?

When the Lord made man 


and placed him in the beautiful 
garden of Eden, He put a test 
upon him to see whether he 


would obey God or not. It was a 


very simple one, man was to eat) 
freely of all the trees of the! 


garden except one—the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil. He 
did not wish man to know evil 
as that could come only by dis- 
cbeying God. The Lord had 
stated plainly what the result 
of disobedience would be. “But 
of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not 
eat of it: forin the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die’ (Gen. 2:17.) 


Against the express com- 
mand of God, our first parents, 
when tempted of Satan, allowed 
appetite to control them. They 
did the very thing that God had 
forbidden them to do, therefore 
they were driven from the gar- 
den. Being cut off from the tree 
of life, they became subject to 
death; and so all their descend- 
ants became a dying race. 
‘Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death pass- 
ed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned.” (Rom. 5:12.) 

Sin is rebellion against God. 
As God could not allow rebeJ- 
lion to continue for ever, either 
the sinner must be destroyed or 
some plan must be devised by 
which his sins could be re- 
moved from him. 

The plan of salvation wet 
this need by providing that Je- 
sus, the Son of God should die 
in the place of the sinner. He 
who never sinned took the sin- 
ner’s place, received the punish- 
ment that man deserved and 


stands ready to give the believ- 
ing sinner His own righteous- 


ness. ; 
This does not prevent the sin- 
ner from dying the natural 
death which comes to allas a 
consequence of Adam’s sin. But 
it will save him who accepts it 
from the “second death,” which 
the unrepentant must die for 
his own sins. 


The plan of salvation provid- 
ed that the sins of all the world 
should be laid upon Christ, that 
He should be treated as a sinner 
in order that repentant sinners 
might be -made _ righteous 
through Him and receive the 
reward of righteousness. When 
we believe on Christ and realize 
how great is the love that led 
Him to come to the earth to die 
for us, our hearts are changed, 
sin becomes hateful to us, we 
put it away and the power of 
God working for us and 
through us makes us “new 
creatures in Christ Jesus.” 

As soon as this plan was devis- 
ed it provided a Savior for man 
and mercy was at once offered 
to him. Having given Himself 
thus for man in the very begin- 
ing, Christ is truly described 
in the Scriptures as the “Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world.” (Rey. 13:8.) 


But it was not the design of 
God that Christ should at once 
give His life for man. There 
were few people in the world in 
the early ages. God desired to 
have many witnesses of the 
death of His Son. At that time 
the terrible nature of sin had 
not been fully developed, nor 
could it be until men should be- 
come so wicked that they would 
not hesitate to even take the 
life of the Son of God. Thus
